The United States claims 
the line to be as has been for years 
understood, but yet it has been 
magnanimous enough to discuss 
its title, and even to send public 
men' to studj r the question on the 
ground. The results have but 
substantiated the American con¬ 
tentions. Yet does Canada per¬ 
sist aud it is well known that the 
adjournment of the Joint High 
Commission after a fruitless at¬ 
tempt to settle some of the exist¬ 
ing disputes between the- United 
States and Canada came, about 
simply because of the determina¬ 
tion of Canada not to let any ques¬ 
tion be settled unless the bound¬ 
ary dispute be so adjusted . 1 as to 
give her at least one outlet:, to the 
sea. 

Recent developments point to 
an agreement to a modus viwertdi, 
but no present permanent settle¬ 
ment? of the dispute. No war need 
be feared, for it is purely a ques¬ 
tion ef arbitration if not settled by 
the parties themselves. While 
the matter is ausmall one, yet-it is 
vexing to hear-it arise where there 
is absolutely no real foundation 
for it r and the responsibility fo-r 
its birth rests wholly on the desire 
for a convenient outlet to the sea 
from Englaud^ inlandipossessioiis.

Alcohol for Lighting. 

Can it be possible that alcohol, 
which for ages has been the giant 
foe of mankind,. is to he put to a 
practical use to such an extent 
that it will prove a blessing to the 
world? Such seems to be the case. 
The distiller is at last to work for 
the good of humanity. The far¬ 
mer is at last to reap some benefit 
from the progress of science. 

In France, yes, in all Europe, ai 
cohol is about to supersede petrole¬ 
um, and not only petroleum, but 
coal itself. Houses are to be heat 
ed, engines are to be driven, and as 
for lighting, it is already being 
done. The Emperor of Germany 
has had the palace at Potsdam and 
the Theirgarten at Berlin supplied 
with incandescent alcohol lamps, 
while the French President, Lou- 
bet is lighting up the courtyard of 
the Ely'sees with these novelties of 
the hour. 

Alcohol is not expensive in itself. 
It is stated upon authority' that it 
has been made from waste molas¬ 
ses in Cuba, at an expense of 8? 
per gallon, and its use in such 
countries as Germany and France, 
where no petroleum is found, will 
prove a God-send. 

Leaving Europe to look out for 
herself, let us see about our owu 
country. In Louisiana a vast 
amount of refuse molasses is dump¬ 
ed into the sea every year, while 
the sugar agriculturalists of Cali¬ 
fornia, Nebraska, Utah, Kansas, 
Minnesota, aud Virginia, are forc¬ 
ed to burn their waste molasses at 
an actual expense. Again, in this 
vast grain-growing- country, this 
discovery' will doubtless open a 
market for millions of bushels of 
grain that could be raised in addi¬ 
tion to the amount raised at the 
present time. 

One of the chief factors in con¬ 
nection with the new alcohplic dis¬ 
covery, is “carburant,” a substance 
which, when mixed with alcohol, 
causes it to produce a light intense¬ 
ly' beautiful, and also renders it en¬ 
tirely inexplosive. 

The lamps resemble ordinary 
petroleum lamps, with wicks and 
chimney's. There is no sweating, 
no odor while burning or after the 
flame is extinguished, and what 
our good housewives would certain¬ 
ly appreciate, ihe wick* do not 
burn, hence they need no trim¬ 
ming.

To Stop Bleeding, 

One of the most difficult of sur¬ 
gical problems has always been 
the devising of means to stop ex¬ 
cessive bleeding of patients during 
operations. The electric current 
has been used for several years, 
with a view to bringing about that 
condition of heat which is neces¬ 
sary in order to cause the blood to 
clot and so act as a block to the 
mouth of bleeding vessels, arrest- 
lug hemorrhage. 

This, indeed, has resulted in the 
utilization of the electric cautery, 
as it is called, in certain operations, 
the’platinum wire at red or,’almost 
white heat even supplanting the 
knife, because it burns through 
the tissues and at the same time 
prevents the wound bleeding to 
any great extent. This effect of 
heat was, indeed, known to our an¬ 
cestors, who used red-hot irons or 
boiling pitch to sear the surface of 
the flesh after their operations, 
thus causing an immense amount 
of suffering to. the patient, before 
the days of chloroform. 

A new adaptation of this Use of 
electricity for the put pose of stop¬ 
ping bleeding has been devised by 
inclosing a platinum wire in a pair 
of forceps or other instrument, the 
Wire being insulated in a bed of 
burnt pipe clay, and as soon as the 
bleeding vessel is seized by the for¬ 
ceps and compressed in the ordh 
nary way, ah electric current is 
turned on, whose effect is so great 
that the tissues and Walls of the 
blood vessels are all agglutinated, 
so that the blood is no longer able 
to pass.
